On  receipt  of  the  unsatisfactory  reports,  the  source  concerned 
received  immediate  treatment  followed  by  a  series  of  test  samples,  which 
showed  it  to  have  been  effective.  The  water  is  not  liable  to  have 
plumbo-solvent  action. 

The  works  concerned  with  the  additional  and  centralised  water 
scheme  have  proceeded  throughout  the  year  and  are  expected  to  be 
brought  into  use  in  the  Autumn  of  "1955*  Three  new  wells  have  been 
bored,  electric  cables  and  power  lines  completed,  pumping  plant 
.delivered  and  the  building  on  the  central  station  and  treatment  plant 
is  two-thirds  executed.

The  report  of  a  sample  from  a  private  v/ell  upon  bacteriological 
analysis  v/as  unsatisfactory.  Three  further  samples  were  taken  at 
different  points  in  the  supply  and  necessary  structural  improvements 
were  nearing  completion  at  the  close  of  year*  In  another  instance, 
the  piped  supply  was  substituted  for  well  water. 


Drainage  and  Sev/erage Only  small  extensions  of  public  sewers  for 
housing  estate  purposes  were  made  during  the  year.  At  the  sewage 
disposal  works,  apart  from  tests  being  made  with  a  view  to  improving 
the  effluent  from  the  present  land  treatment,  no  further  work  on 
major  improvement  schemes  has  been  carried  out.  It  is  anticipated 
that  when  the  water  scheme  is  finished,  technical  staff  will  be 
available  to  commence  on  this. 

Closet  Accommodation:-  During  the  year,  ninety-two  additional  water 
closets  have  been  built,  and  the  total  approximate  number  connected  to 
the  sewerage  system  is  now  4,969*  The  properties  outside  the  severed 
areas  consist  of  five  with  private  drainage  systems  and  fifteen 
provided  with  pails  or  chemical  closets. 
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public  Cleansing:-  There  are  no  ashpits  in  the  district,  houses  and 
other  premises  being  provided  with  dustbins  for  the  storage  of 
domestic  refuse.  As  the  result  of  the  service  of  notices,  313  new 
dustbins  have  replaced  those  worn  out  and  147  of  these  were  supplied 
by  the  Council  under  the  Municipal  Dustbin  Hiring  Scheme  at  a  charge 
of  5/~  each  bin  per  year.  A  total  of  297  dustbins  at  286  premises 
have  been  supplied  under  the  Scheme  since  its  inception  on  1st  April, 

1931*  The  removal  of  refuse  is  undertaken  weekly  as  far  as  possible, 
and  a  large  capacity  S.D.  freighter  motor  vehicle  (fore  and  aft  tipper 
type)  is  used  for  the  purpose.  The  weekly  collection  of  trade  refuse 
from  shops  and  other  business  premises  is  also  undertaken  upon 
application  and  at  charges  in  accordance  with  the  Council's  Scale.  At 
present  110  premises  (138  dustbins)  are  included  in  this  arrangement. 

On  July  24th  the  n ew  controlled  tip  adjoining  the  sewage  disposal  works 
commenced  to  function  for  the  disposal  of.  disposal  of  domestic  refu.se, 
and  the  use  of  the  old  Destructor  was  limited  to  trade  refuse  and 
salvage  operations.  The  approximate  total  quantity  of  refuse  dealt  with 
during  the  year  was  4,086  tons,  and  the  quantity  disposed  of  as 
salvage  comprised  3  tons  16  cwt.  4  qrs.  6  lbs  of  metals.

The  total  number  of  houses  complet enduring  the  nine  Post-War 
years  (1946-1954)  is  524?  and  this  figure  includes  27  pre-fabricated 
temporary  houses,  382  permanent  Council  houses  and  115  houses  erected 
by  prive  enterprise.  In  addition,  15  houses  and  8  other  properties 
were  converted  into  45  dwellings,  8  houses  were  converted  into  4 
dwellings,  and  19  houses  were  converted  to  other  uses. 

At  the  close  of  1 954?  fifty-three  permanent  houses  were  in  course 
of  construction,  viz.  thirty-eight  by  the  Council  and  fifteen  by 
private  enterprise. 

Work  on  the  Southern  Estate,  which  commenced  in  1951?  has  gone 
ahead  and  there  are  now  246  completed  houses. 

During  the  year,  133  new  applications  for  the  tenancy  of  Council 
houses  were  received  and  the  total  number  of  applicants  on  the  list 
at  the  close  of  the  year  was  347  • 

Also  during  the  year,  eight  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Consolidated  Regulations  1925  and  1932.  Reports  regarding  seven  houses 
were  submitted  to  the  Council,  and  resulted  in  the  service  of  Closing 
Orders  in  respect  of  five  houses  in  Bowden  Lane  and  one  house  in  King’s 
Road.  The  remaining  house  in  Church  Street  is  under  consideration. 
Demolition  Orders  were  served  in  respect  of  ten  houses  in  Bowling  Green 
Place,  which  were  the  subject  of  a  report  in  the  previous  year.  Three 
houses  have  been  closed  or  converted  for  other  purposes  as  a  result 
of  informal  action.

The  cleanliness  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district,  as  revealed  by 
the  above  reports,  has  again  reached  a  high  standard,  the  proportion 
of  satisfactory  samples  being  94 j  as  compared  with  924  in  1953- 
Premises,  equipment  and  vehicles  were  inspected  on  twenty-four  occasions 
during  the  year.  The  licensing  and  supervision  of  two  pasteurising 
plants  are  administered  by  the  Leicestershire  County  Health  Department, 
who  also  regularly  sample  the  milk  from  these  establishments.  Copies 
of  the  reports  received  have  shown  that  at  one  plant  the  high  standard 
of  the  previous  year  had  been  maintained,  98/0  satisfactory  samples 
being  recorded,  and  at  the  other  plant  the  proportion  of  satisfactory 
samples  had  improved  from  854  in  1953  to  98-  in  the  year  under  review, 
although  in  the  latter  case  the  results  of  tests  on  the  bottles  did 
not  indicate  the  same  degree  of  improvement.

Thirty-one  inspections  of  premises  and  vehicles  used  for  the  sale 
of  ic9  cream  were  made  during  the  year,  and  conditions  were  found  to  be 
generally  satisfactory  and  in  many  instances  reached  a  high  standard. 

A  very  considerabld^ortion  of  the  ice  cream  is  now  sold  ready  packed. 

Meat  and  other  Poods 

The  wartime  use  of  the  Council’s  premises  in  Springfield  Street  as 
a  Regional  Slaughterhouse  and  Meat  Distributing  Centre  by  the 
Ministry  of  Food  terminated  on  1st  July,  1954*  During  the  I4i  years  of 
control  120,041  animals  have  been  slaughtered  in  these  premises,  and  the 
meat  has  been  supplied  chiefly  to  the  town  and  adjoining  rural  area. 

Arrangements  for  continuing  the  use  of  the  Slaughterhouse  to  meet 
local  needs  were  considered  by  the  Council  early  in  the  year,  and 
meetings  took  place  of  members  of  the  Council  with  representatives  of 
the  Local  Butchers  Group  and  the  National  Farmers  Union.  As  neither 
of  these  organisations  was  able  to  take  over  the  management  and 
operation  of  the  premises,  the  Council  made  arrangements  for  a  long 
established  firm  of  wholesale  meat  salesmen  to  become  their  tenants  with 
obligations  to  provide  the  facilities  of  and  to  run  the  premises  as  a 
Public  Slaughterhouse  as  if  the  day-to-day  operation  was  by  the  Local 
Authority.  This  arrangement  commenced  on  2nd  July,  1  954  and,  has 
subsequently  proved  very  satisfactory. 

These  premises  are  in  excellent  structural  condition!,  and  the 
provision  of  a  new  modern  gas-heated  hot  water  installation -commenced  in 
the  previous  year,  was  completed  and  came  into  use  in  March 7and  has 
provided  hot  water  on  tap  for  all  purposes  at  reasonable  running  cost. 

During  1954?  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  totalled  9,905, 
and  all  carcases  and  organs  were  inspected  before  sale.  The  quantity 
of  meat  condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  was  13  tons.  9  cwt. 

1  qr.  15  lbs.  entailing  the  issue  of  244  Certificates. 

One  Licence  to  Slaughter  was  issued  and  eight  Licences  were  renewed. 

One  application  for  a  Licence  in  respect  of  an  old  pre-war 
private  slaughterhouse  was  refused  because  of  the  unfitness  of  the 
premises.  There  are  no  private  slaughterhouses  in  use  in  the  district.
